The first unattended rocklight- 
house with a powerful fog signal is 
the recently completed Platte Fou- 
gere lighthouse, marking the \ en- 
trance to Russell channel leading to 
St. Peter’s port, Guernsey, a spot 
which figures in Victor Hugo’s ro- 
mance,““The Toilers of the Sea.”

Gives Final Warning 


lBtiadabas and Death Is 
Caused by Alcohol 


Poison 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 2.— 
Prompted by reports from manv 
sections of the country that scores 
of deaths had been caused by the 
drinking of denatured alcohol, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue Justus 
S. Wardell said today that he would 
use every means at hi¥ disposal to _ 
impose the ultimate penalties of 
the law upon® so-called ‘‘boot- 
leggers’’ and other persons respons- 
ible for any misuse of completely 
denatured alcohol in which blind- 
ness and death lurk when taken 
internally. , 

Collector Wardell pointed out 
that for months past the bureau of 
internal revenue had zealously en- 
deavored toymake known to the 
public the grave dangers of either 
external or internal uses of com- 
pletely denatured alcohol, it being 
shown that the use of it for bathing 
and rubbing purposes was.-highly 
injuriuus to the skin. and animal 
tissue:'and where used for beverage 
purposes blindness ‘and death 
resulted.

OKICIN OF WHEAT 


Grasses Were Pasgate of All of Our Cereals; Pedigree of Wheat Is Somewhat Obscare. 


The original parents of all our cereals were grasses of one kind or other, 
often belonging to remotely. different groups, but almost_all indigenous inhabi- 
- tants of the central Asian and Mediterranean regions, says an exchange. 
The pedigree of wheat, the most important of all our,cereals, is somewhat 
obscure. It has varied to a greater degree from its humble origin than any 


other known artificial plant. Fortunately, we are still able to recover the 
steps by which it has been developed from what might at first sight appear to 
be a very unlikely and ill-endowed ancestor indeed. ; 

The English couch grass which often proves such a troublesome weed 
in our own country, is represented around the Mediterranean shores by ar 
allied genus of annual plants known as goat grass; and one of these weedy, 
goat grasses has now been shown with great probability to be the wild form. 
of our cultivated wheat. It is a small drawfish grass, with very petty seeds,. 
and not nearly so full a spike as the cereals of agriculture. S20 : 

When man first reappears in northern Europe, after the great icesheets: 
once. more cleared away from the face of the land, we find him growing and: 
using a rude form of wheat from the earliest moment of his re-establishment 
in the desolated plains. Among the pile villages of the Swiss lakes, which, 
were {inhabited by men of the newer stone age, we find side by side with the 
Dolished flint axes and the handmade pottery of the period several cereats.”’ 
raised by the lake dwellers on the neighboring mainland. The charred seeds 
and waterlogged shocks disinterred from the ruins of the villages include 
millet, barley and several other grains; but by far the commonest among 
them is a peculiar small form of wheat, which has been named scientifically: 
after the ancient folk by whom it was used. 

This lake wheat, however, though it dates back to the very beginning of 
the period in Europe, cannot be considered as the first variety developed 
from the primitive goat grass by the earliest cultivators; it is so superior in, 
character to the wild stock that it must already haye undergone a long course 
of tillage and selection in more genial climates, and must have been brought 
back to Europe in a comparatively perfect condition by the short d peopie 
who settled. our continent immediately after the termination of the glacial era. 

From the neolithic time farward, the improved seed has continued t6é 
grow bigger and bigger both im the size of the shocks and in the girth of the 
individual grains, until the present day. The original small lake wheat, 
indeed, lingered on in use in Switzerland and the north down to the days of 
the Roman conquest; but, meanwhile, in Egypt and the south, still better 
varieties were being gradually developed by careful selection;. and we find 
both kinds side by side in some few instances; thus showing that both were 
grown together at the same time by races in different stages of civilization. 

With the introduction of these better kinds by the Greek and Roman 
colonists into Gaul and Britain, the old lake wheat became quite extinct. 
Indeed, In eveFy case the cultivated. seeds and fruits which grew in neolithic: 
garden plots were much smaller than those of our own time, whereas the 
wild seeds and wild fruits found under the same circumstances are just as 
large as their congeners of thé present day. A lapse: which makes relatively 
little difference to the stable wild weeds makes relatively great differences 
in the very plastic and carefully selected cultivated plants,

LEGHORNS PRODUCE 
CHEAPEST EGGS ~ 


Leghorns produce eggs cheaper 
than hens of the general purpose 
breeds—Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, 
Rhode Island Reds, and Orpingtons, 
This fact, which confirms the belief 
and experience of commercial poultry 
farmers, was one of the results ob- 
tained in a rather extensive feeding 
test recently reported by poultrymen 
of the department of agriculture. Be- 
cause they lay as many or more eggs, 
eat only about 55 pounds of feed per 
head as compared with 70 to 85. 
pounds eaten by the general-purpose 
breeds, and because’ their egg yield 
very materially exceeds that of gen- 
eral-purpose breeds during their sec- 
ond and third laying years, Leghorns 
undoubtedly are more profitable to 
keep for the production of eggs only. 

‘The . Leghorns produce slightly 
smaller eggs than the general-purpose 
breeds and the value per dozen of 
their eggs was from 1 to 8 cents less 
each year than the eggs of general- 
purpose hens. This difference is due 
to the fact that the general-purpose 
breeds are better winter layers than 
the Leghorns, while the latter give a 
higher production in the spring and 
summer.

Food for Young Children. 

A little child who ts carefully fed, 
receives each day at least one food 
from each of the following groups: 
Milk, or dishes made of milk; fish, 
poultry, and eggs. 

Bread and other cereal ‘foods. But- 
ter and other wholesome fats. Veg- 
etables and fruits. Simple sweets. 

Milk, the hatural food for the child, 
is the most important. A quart of milk 
a day is the usual required allowance. 
The greater part of this is given as a 
drink or on cereals, or with bread, 
as bread and milk. , . 

Milk is served on fruits that are 
mildly acid, such as pears, baked ap- 
ples and berries. Milk is used in 
soups, custards, junkets and in the 
place of water for gruels and cereals. 

Compared: with other foods milk 
contains much lime but little iron.“Fer 
this reason egg yolk is always a much 
needed food to supply. the iron. Spin- 
ach is also rich in iron. 

Milk, besides its other good prop- 
erties, contains a substance which pro- 
motes growth. There is apparently no 
food which can serve so well as a 
basis for the diet of the healthy child. 

Bread and milk may well be the 
chief, if not the only dish, in the sup- 
per for little children. If the milk is 
not rich, spread the bread with butter. 


hours old. Toast or crackers may be 
served occasionally. 

Cereals” well cooked to soften the 
fiber, make especially good breakfast 
dishes as well as desserts. Cereals 
may be cooked in.skim milk, thus giv- 
ing the child the additional nourish- 
ment of the milk which ig as good as 
whole milk if a bit of butter is 
added.
